DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 1 , 2 and 4-9 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The Examiner 
notes that the Prior Art of Record submitted by the applicant discloses spark plugs 
having silicon oxide, boron oxide, zinc oxide, one of barium oxide or strontium oxide, 
and alkaline oxides. 

The Prior Art of Record does not disclose a spark plug containing the oxides 
mentioned above in conjunction with a lead oxide. In fact the prior art submitted by the 
applicant teaches spark plugs free of lead, for several reasons. For example, USPN 
4,084,976 to Hinton teaches that including "lead compounds in glazes has numerous 
disadvantages, including a decrease in the abrasion resistance of the glaze, and 
volatility" (column 1, lines 55-58). 

The Examiner further notes that the Prior Art of Record, Sugimoto (6,274,971 ), 
discloses a spark plug having a central electrode, a metal shell, an alumina ceramic 
insulator disposed between the center electrode and the metal shell, wherein at least 
part of the surface of the insulator is covered with a glaze layer comprising oxides, 
wherein the glaze layer comprises 1 mol% or less of a Pb component in terms of PbO, 
1 5 to 35 mol% of a B component in terms of B 2 0 3) 5 to 20 mol% of a Zn component in 
terms of ZnO, 0.5 to 20% of a Ba component in terms of BaO, and 10 to 15 mol% in 
total of at least one of alkaline metal components of Na, K, and Li in terms of Na 2 0, K 2 0 
and Li 2 0 respectively.

Regarding claims 1 and 2, Sugimoto fails to teach or suggest the combination of 
the limitations as set forth in both claims 1 and 2, and specifically comprising the 
limitation of 35 to 55 mol% of a Si component in terms of SiO in addition to the above 
limitations.
